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Immigration 
debate grows

OSLO, Norway - This is one 
of the most placid and 
pleasant capitals of Eu¬ 
rope, but Oslo is a divided 
city. The west of the city 
is rich, safe and predomi¬ 
nantly white; the east, 
poorer, less safe and popu¬ 
lated by immigrants, many 
of them Muslim. 

Norway has recently tight¬ 
ened its liberal immigra¬ 
tion and asylum rules in the 
midst of a longstanding 
debate about assimilation 
and multiculturalism. De¬ 
spite Norway’s oil wealth 
and low unemployment, 
there has been a growing 
concern over the increas-

ing size of the Muslim popu¬ 
lation, especially after the 
attacks of Sept. 11, 2001, 
and the Danish crisis over 
the publication in late 2005 
of cartoons depicting Mu¬ 
hammad, which were pub¬ 
lished in Norway, too. 

But the Muslim popula¬ 
tion is growing, and Islam is 
now the country's second- 
largest religion. The impact 
of an increasing, and in¬ 
creasingly visible, Muslim 
population in a relatively 
monoethnic, liberal and 
egalitarian Norway has led 
to a surge in popularity for 
the anti-immigration Prog¬ 
ress Party, now the second- 
largest party in Parliament.

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Obama speaks, Boehner rebuts on debt debate 
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Obama: Halt ‘3-ring-circus’ of debt-limit debate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — De¬ 
crying a “partisan three- 
ring circus” in the nation’s 
capital, President Barack 
Obama criticized a newly 
minted Republican plan to 
avert an unprecedented 
government default Mon¬ 
day night and said con¬ 
gressional leaders must pro¬ 
duce a compromise that 
can reach his desk before 
the Aug. 2 deadline. 

“The American people 
may have voted for divi¬ 
ded government, but they 
didn’t vote for a dysfunc¬ 
tional government,” the 
president said in a 
hastily arranged prime¬ 
time speech. He appeal¬ 
ed to the public to con¬ 
tact lawmakers and de¬ 
mand “a balanced ap¬ 
proach” to reducing fed¬ 
eral deficits. 

Obama stepped to the 
microphones a few hours 
after first Republicans, then 
Democrats drafted rival fall¬ 
back legislation Monday to 
avert a potentially devas¬ 


tating government default 
in little more than a week. 
Obama said the approach 
unveiled earlier in the day 
by House Speaker John 
Boehner would raise the 
nation’s debt limit only 
long enough to push off 
the threat of default for six 
months. “In other words, it 
doesn’t solve the problem,” 
he said. 

The president had scarce¬ 


ly completed his remarks 
when Boehner made an 
extraordinary rebuttal car¬ 
ried live on the nation’s net¬ 
works. 

“The president has often 
said we need a ‘balanced’ 
approach, which in Wash¬ 
ington means we spend 
more, you pay more,” the 
Ohio Republican said, 
speaking from a room just 
off the House floor. 


“The sad truth is that the 
president wanted a blank 
check six months ago, and 
he wants a blank check to¬ 
day. That is just not going to 
happen.” 

Directly challenging the 
president, Boehner said 
there “is no stalemate in 
Congress.” 

He said the Republicans’ 
newest legislation would 
clear the House, could 
clear the Senate and then 
would be sent to Obama 
for his signature. 

The back-to-back televised 
speeches did little to sug¬ 
gest that a compromise 
was in the offing, and the 
next steps appeared to be 
votes in the House and Sen¬ 
ate on the rival plans by 
mid-week. 

Despite warnings to the 
contrary, U.S. financial mar¬ 
kets have appeared to take 
the political maneuvering 
in stride — so far. Wall Sfreef 
posted losses Monday but 
with no indication of panic 
among investors. 

Without signed legislation 
by day’s end on Aug. 2, the 


Treasury will be unable to 
pay all its bills, possibly trig¬ 
gering an unprecedented 
default that officials warn 
could badly harm a na¬ 
tional economy struggling 
to recover from the worst 
recession in decades. 
Obama wants legislation 
that will raise the nation’s 
debt limit by at least $2.4 
trillion in one vote, enough 
to avoid a recurrence of 
the acrimonious current 
struggle until after the 2012 
elections. 

Republicans want a two- 
step process that would re¬ 
quire a second vote in the 
midst of a campaign for 
control of the White House 
and both houses of Con¬ 
gress. There were conces¬ 
sions from bofh sides em¬ 
bedded in fhe competing 
legislation, but they were 
largely obscured by the 
partisan rhetoric of the day. 
A Senate Republican 
leader Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky urged Obama 
to shift his position rather 
than “veto the country into 
default/’^

dent Obama would enact

It added, “Republican pri¬ 
mary voters will also face 
a historic choice - do they 
want to nominate a candi¬ 
date who adopted Presi¬ 
dent Obama’s budget 
approach as governor of 
Massachusetts?” 

The criticism of Romney is 
intended to undermine his 
primary argument: that he 
would be the best person 
to handle the nation’s fis¬

SAN ANGELO, Texas (AP) — 

The first hint of polygamist 
sect leader Warren Jeffs’ 
defense strategy came 
Monday when his attorney 
said his right to freedom 
of religion was trampled 
by Texas prosecutors, who 
claim he sexually assaulted 
two underage girls after 
manipulating them into 
“spiritual marriages.” 

Jury selection began Mon¬ 
day in the case of the 
55-year-old ecclesiastical 
head of the Fundamental¬ 
ist Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints, an 
offshoot of mainstream 
Mormonism that believes 
polygamy brings exaltation 
in heaven. The church’s 
10,000 members see Jeffs 
as a prophet who speaks 
for God on Earth. 

About 280 potential jurors 
showed up, but around 60 
were released because of 
scheduling conflicts and 
other routine issues. Those 
remaining filled ouf a form 
with 17 questions. It did not 
mention Jeffs' church but 
asked potential jurors to 
list TV shows they regularly 
watch and whether they or 
a close relative had been 
the victim of a sexual crime. 
The proceedings only got 
started, however, after Dis¬ 
trict Judge Barbara Wal- 
ther rejected a request 
for a three-month delay 


from Jeffs' latest attorney, 
Deric Walpole. He said he 
had spent 18 to 22 hours a 
day on the case since be¬ 
ing hired last week but it 
wasn't enough time to pre¬ 
pare. He said it would be a 
“great injustice” to start the 
trial Monday. 


“I've done everything I can 
to get ready," Walpole 
said. “I'm not asking for a 
lot given the gravity of this 
case.” Jeffs, backed by an 
FLDS land trust worth more 
than $110 million, has had 
seven attorneys appear on 
his behalf in recent months. 


Prosecutors say his frequent 
switching of counsel is a 
delay tactic. 

In turning down Walpole’s 
request, Walther said one 
reason he has had so much 
work to do in so little time 
is that Jeffs nof only fired 
his previous attorney but 
asked Walpole not to con¬ 
sult him — an order that 
was beyond the court’s 
control. 

While stating his case, Wal¬ 
pole gave the first public 
hint of Jeffs’ planned de¬ 
fense, saying “my client’s 
right to practice religion as 
he sees fit is in jeopardy.” 

All of Jeffs' attorneys have 
been tight-lipped about 
their approach to the 
case, as have prosecutors. 
Walpole said Jeffs provides 
inpuf on all motions he 
files, including his pending 
request to have the trial 
moved because San An¬ 
gelo residents frequently 
check out anti-FLDS books 
at a library across the street 
from the courthouse.

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After Pelosi calls for ethics probe; 

Spokesman says Wu will not seek re-election next year

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

U.S. congressman faced in¬ 
creasing pressure on Mon¬ 
day after his party's leader 
in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives set in motion an 
ethics investigation into an 
18-year-old woman’s claim 
of having had an “unwant¬ 
ed sexual encounter” with 
the man. 

Rep. Nancy Pelosi’s state¬ 
ment issued Sunday night 
asked the House Ethics 
Committee to look into the 
allegations against Rep. 
David Wu will make it more 
difficult for House mem¬ 
bers in President Barack 
Obama’s Democratic 
Party to ignore the case.

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A similar disturbance oc¬ 
curred six weeks ago when 
then Rep. Anthony Weiner 
acknowledged he had 
sent lewd photos of himself 
to women online. Weiner 
eventually resigned under 
pressure. 

Unlike the media frenzy that 
ensued in the Weiner case, 
Wu's situation has prompt¬ 
ed little attention so far out¬ 
side his state, Oregon, be¬ 
cause of the intense focus 
on lawmakers’ struggle to 
reach a deal on raising the 
national debt ceiling. 

Wu is serving his seventh 
two-year term. In 2004, he 
won despite acknowledg¬ 
ing a decades-old college 
incident in which he had 
tried to force a former girl¬ 
friend to have sex. Voters 
said they disliked an oppo¬ 
nent's attempt to use that 
event against Wu. 

In January this year, seven 
members of Wu’s staff re¬ 
signed because of behav¬ 
ior that included sending a 
photo of himself in a tiger 
costume to a staff mem¬ 
ber and an angry public 
speech he made. Wu at¬ 
tributed those to a period 
of mental health problems 
that began in 2008 as mari¬ 
tal issues led to separation 
from his wife. 


Wu and Pelosi had a tele¬ 
phone conversation Satur¬ 
day but neither politician 
has disclosed details. The 
congressman has not spo¬ 
ken publicly about Pelosi’s 
statement. 

The Oregonian newspaper, 
citing an unidentified senior 
Democratic official, said 
Wu did not intend to resign 
but would complete his 
term and retire in 2012. 

Wu would have faced an 
extremely difficult chal¬ 
lenge in his party's prima¬ 
ry, or qualifying, election, 
probably the most difficult 
of his career. One of the 
candidates challenging 
Wu in next year's primary, 
state Labor Commission¬ 
er Brad Avakian, said Wu 
should see Pelosi's calls for 
an ethics investigation as 
a signal to step down im¬ 
mediately. “An ethics in¬ 
vestigation would result in 
a long drawn-out distrac¬ 
tion and prolong the public 
pain” for the unidentified 
woman who has accused 
Wu, Avakian spokesman 
Jake Weigler said. “For the 
sake of our community and 
this young woman and her 
family, as well as his own 
family, David Wu should 
do the right thing and step 
aside now. "□

Teen thought he would die in Alaska bear attack 


Perry says he’s 
“fine” with 
gay marriage

Texas Gov. Rick Perry has 
told a group of Republicans 
that New York's same-sex 
marriage law is “fine" wifh 
him because it is a state’s 
right to legislate on the is¬ 
sue. 

“Our friends in New York six 
weeks ago passed a stat¬ 
ute that said marriage can 
be between two people 
of the same sex. And you 
know what? That's New 
York, and that's their busi¬ 
ness, and that's fine with 
me,” he said at forum last 
Friday sponsored by the As¬ 
pen Institute. 

“That is their call,” he said. 
“If you believe in the 10th 
Amendment, stay out of 
their business.” 

The 10th Amendment 
states that powers not del¬ 
egated by the Constitution 
to the federal government 
are reserved for the states 
or “the people." Tea Party 
activists. Libertarians and 
Republicans have rallied to 
this amendment to support 
their claims that the federal 
government has grown too 
large and overstepped its 
legal authority. 

In 2009, Perry joined a 
group of Texas legisla¬ 
tors in support of a Texas 
House bill affirming Texas’ 
sovereignty under the 10th 
Amendment. 

Perry's highlighting of the 
amendment may become 
part of his national strat¬ 
egy if decides to run for 
president.^

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— As the grizzly bear furi¬ 
ously thrashed him about 
in the Alaska wilderness, all 
Sam Gottsegen could think 


about was what he would 
miss: college, traveling, life. 
“I thought: ‘I’m going 
to die,'” the 17-year-old 
Denver resident said. “I 
thought, ‘This just can’t be 
happening to me.’” Then 
the bear left, only to return 
a moment later to continue 
mauling him and his other 
teenage friends. When the 
minute-long attack ended, 
four teens, including Gott¬ 
segen, were injured. Three 
others were unhurt. 

The attack Saturday night 
in the Talkeetna Mountains 


north of Anchorage came 
as the group was nearing 
the end of a 30-day course 
to learn how to survive in 
the backcountry. The teens 
were at the stage of the 
course where they could 


try out their skills without 
adults around. 

Authorities believe the bear 
was aggressive because 
it was with its cub. Gottse¬ 
gen said no one ever saw 
a cub. The group was hik¬ 
ing through bushes that got 
so thick they decided to 
wade through a river, walk¬ 
ing in single file. Around a 
bend in the river, Joshua 
Berg, 17, of New City, New 
York, began yelling “Bear! 
Bear!" 

The bear took him down 
first. The animal made an¬ 


gry, snarling noises as it at¬ 
tacked, Gottsegen told The 
Associated Press from his 
hospital bed in Anchorage, 
recounting the attack. 

It was so sudden. There was 
no time to pull out their 


bear deterrent spray and 
no one had a gun. Berg, 
badly wounded, called for 
someone to set off the per¬ 
sonal locator beacon they 
carried for emergencies. 
Gottsegen said everyone 
scattered and he ran, even 
though the students had 
been told to play dead. 

His instincts wouldn't let 
him, though. “When I heard 
that bear, when I saw it, it 
was all just like natural in¬ 
stincts," he said. “All night 
long I was thinking I should 
have played dead.” 


He kicked at the grizzly, to 
no avail. 

Then the bear struck him, 
biting him on the head, 
lashing out at the teen’s 
arms and chest, punctur¬ 
ing a lung and breaking 
two ribs. The attack on the 
group probably lasted less 
than a minute, he said. 
After it was over, it started 
raining. 

The teens set up a camp 
and tended to the injured, 
making good use of their 
survival skills. They plugged 
a deep wound in Gottse- 
gen’s torso with a plastic 
trash bag secured with an 
Ace bandage. 

They also activated the 
beacon. 

Patricia Allaire, the mother 
of another injured student, 
Noah Allaire, 16, of Albu¬ 
querque, New Mexico, said 
her son initially tried to ac¬ 
tivate the beacon, think¬ 
ing the bear was gone, but 
then it struck again. 

The bear thrashed the 
teen’s head and back and 
slightly puncturing a lung. 
He was listed in good con¬ 
dition Monday at a hos¬ 
pital. Authorities received 
the signal around 9:30 p.m. 
Saturday, and dispatched 
rescuers. A trooper and 
pilot in a helicopter locat¬ 
ed the students in a tent 
shortly before 3 a.m. They 
decided the two most seri¬ 
ously injured would need a 
medical transport aircraft. 
The trooper and another 
student stayed with the 
badly injured teens for a 
couple of hours until more 
rescuers arrived in a spe¬ 
cially equipped helicopter, 
Gottsegen said.Q

Taxing soda and subsidizing vegetables would save lives

What will it take to get 
Americans to change our 
eating habits? The need is 
indisputable, since heart 
disease, diabetes and 
cancer are all in large part 
caused by the Standard 
American Diet. (Yes, it’s 
SAD.) 

Though experts increasing¬ 
ly recommend a diet high 
in plants and low in animal 
products and processed 
foods, ours is quite the op¬ 
posite, and there's little dis¬ 
agreement that changing 
it could improve our health 
and save tens of millions of 
lives. 

And - not inconsequential 
during the current struggle 
over deficits and spending 
- a sane diet could save 
tens if not hundreds of bil¬ 
lions of dollars in health 
care costs. 

Yet the food industry ap¬ 
pears incapable of mar¬ 
keting healthier foods. And 
whether its leaders are con¬ 
fused or just stalling doesn’t 
matter, because the fixes 
are not really their problem. 
Their mission is not public 
health but profit, so they’ll 
continue to sell the health¬ 
damaging food that's most 
profitable, until the market 
or another force skews 
things otherwise. That “oth¬ 
er force” should be the fed¬ 
eral government, fulfilling 
its role as an agent of the 
public good and establish¬ 
ing a bold national fix. 
Rather than subsidizing the 
production of unhealth¬ 
ful foods, we should turn 
the tables and tax things 
like soda, French fries, 
doughnuts and hyperpro- 
cessed snacks. The result¬ 
ing income should be ear¬ 
marked for a program that 


encourages a sound diet 
for Americans by making 
healthy food more afford¬ 
able and widely available. 
The average American 
consumes 44.7 gallons of 
soft drinks annually. (Al¬ 
though that includes diet 
sodas, it does not include 
noncarbonated sweet¬ 
ened beverages, which 
add up to at least 17 gal¬ 
lons a person per year.) 
Sweetened drinks could be 
taxed at 2 cents per ounce, 
so a six-pack of Pepsi would 
cost $1.44 more than it does 
now. An equivalent tax on 
fries might be 50 cents per 
serving; a quarter extra for 
a doughnut. (We have ex¬ 
perts who can figure out 
how “bad" a food should 
be to qualify and what the 
rate should be; right now 
they’re busy calculating 
ethanol subsidies. Diet so¬ 
das would not be taxed.) 
Simply put: Taxes would re¬ 
duce consumption of un¬ 
healthful foods and gen¬ 
erate billions of dollars an¬ 


nually. That money could 
be used to subsidize the 
purchase of staple foods 
like seasonal greens, veg¬ 
etables, whole grains, dried 
legumes and fruit. 

We could sell those sta¬ 
ples cheap - let's say for 
50 cents a pound - and 
almost everywhere: drug¬ 
stores, street corners, con¬ 
venience stores, bodegas, 
supermarkets, liquor stores, 
even schools, libraries and 
other community centers. 
This program would, of 
course, upset the processed 
food industry. Oh well. It 
would also bug those who 
might resent paying more 
for soda and chips and ar¬ 
gue that their right to eat 
whatever they wanted was 
being breached. But pub¬ 
lic health is the role of the 
government, and our diet 
is right up there with any 
other public responsibility 
you can name, from water 
treatment to mass transit. 
Some advocates for the 
poor say taxes like these are 


unfair because low-income 
people pay a higher per¬ 
centage of their income for 
food and would find it more 
difficult to buy soda or junk. 
But since poor people suffer 
disproportionately from the 
cost of high-quality, fresh 
foods, subsidizing those 
foods would be particularly 
beneficial to them. 

Right now it’s harder for 
many people to buy fruit 
than Froot Loops; chips and 
Coke are a common break¬ 
fast. And since the rate of 
diabetes continues to soar 
- one-third of all Americans 
either have diabetes or 
are pre-diabetic, most with 
Type 2 diabetes, the kind 
associated with bad eating 
habits - and because our 
health care bills are on the 
verge of becoming truly in¬ 
surmountable, this is urgent 
for economic sanity as well 
as national health. 

JUSTIFYING A TAX 
At least 30 cities and states 
have considered taxes on 
soda or all sugar-sweet¬ 


ened beverages, and 
they're a logical target: of 
the 278 additional calories 
Americans on average 
consumed per day be¬ 
tween 1977 and 2001, more 
than 40 percent came from 
soda, “fruit” drinks, mixes 
like Kool-Aid and Crystal 
Light, and beverages like 
Red Bull, Gatorade and du¬ 
bious offerings like Vitamin 
Water, which contains half 
as much sugar as Coke. 
Some states already have 
taxes on soda - mostly low, 
ineffective sales taxes paid 
at the register. The current 
talk is of excise taxes, levied 
before purchase. 

“Excise taxes have the 
benefit of being incorpo¬ 
rated into the shelf price, 
and that's where consum¬ 
ers make their purchasing 
decisions,” says Lisa Powell, 
a senior research scientist 
at the Institute for Health 
Research and Policy at 
the University of Illinois at 
Chicago. “And, as per-unit 
taxes, they avoid volume 
discounts and are ultimate¬ 
ly more effective in raising 
prices, so they have great¬ 
er impact.” 

Much of the research on 
beverage taxes comes 
from the Rudd Center for 
Food Policy and Obesity 
at Yale. Its projections in¬ 
dicate that taxes become 
significant at the equiva¬ 
lent of about a penny an 
ounce, a level at which 
three very good things 
should begin to happen: 
The consumption of sug¬ 
ar-sweetened beverages 
should decrease, as should 
the incidence of disease 
and therefore public health 
costs; and money could be 
raised for other uses.

Even in the current anti-tax 
climate, we’ll probably see 
new, significant soda taxes 
soon, somewhere; Philadel¬ 
phia, New York (city and 
state) and San Francisco 
all considered them last 
year, and the scenario for 
such a tax spreading could 
be similar to that of legal¬ 
ized gambling: Once the 
income stream becomes 
apparent, it will seem ir¬ 
resistible to cash-strapped 
governments. 

Currently, instead of taxing 
sodas and other unhealth¬ 
ful food, we subsidize them 
(with, I might note, tax dol¬ 
lars!). Direct subsidies to 
farmers for crops like corn 
(used, for example, to 
make now-ubiquitous high- 
fructose corn syrup) and 
soybeans (vegetable oil) 
keep the prices of many 
unhealthful foods and bev¬ 
erages artificially low. There 
are indirect subsidies as 
well, because prices of junk 
foods don’t reflect the costs 
of repairing our health and 
the environment. 


Other countries are consid¬ 
ering or have already start¬ 
ed programs to tax foods 
with negative effects on 
health. Denmark’s satu¬ 
rated-fat tax is going into 
effect Oct. 1, and Roma¬ 
nia passed (and then un¬ 
passed) something similar;

ister raised the idea of tri¬ 
pling the value added tax 
on soda. Meanwhile, Hun¬ 
gary is proposing a new tax 
on foods with “too much” 
sugar, salt or fat, while in¬ 


creasing taxes on liquor 
and soft drinks, all to pay for 
state-financed health care; 
and Brazil’s Fome Zero (Zero 
Hunger) program features 
subsidized produce mar¬ 
kets and state-sponsored 
low-cost restaurants. 

Putting all of those ele¬ 
ments together could cre¬ 
ate a national program 
that would make progress 
on a half-dozen problems 
at once - disease, budget, 
health care, environment, 
food access and more - 
while paying for itself. The 
benefits are staggering, 
and though it would take 
a level of political will that’s 
rarely seen, it’s hardly a 
moon shot. 

The need is dire: Efforts to 
shift the national diet have 
failed, because educa¬ 
tion alone is no match for 
marketing dollars that push 
the very foods that are the 
worst for us. (The fast-food 
industry alone spent more 
than $4 billion on marketing 
in 2009; the Agriculture De¬ 
partment’s Center for Nutri¬ 
tion Policy and Promotion is 
asking for about a third of a 
percent of that in 2012: $13 
million.) 

As a result, the percentage 


of obese adults has more 
than doubled over the last 
30 years; the percentage of 
obese children has tripled. 
We eat nearly 10 percent 
more animal products than 
we did a generation or two 
ago, and though there may 
be value in eating at least 
some animal products, we 
could perhaps live with re¬ 
duced consumption of tri¬ 
ple bacon cheeseburgers. 
GOVERNMENT AND PUBLIC 
HEALTH 

Health-related obesity costs 
are projected to reach 
$344 billion by 2018 - with 
roughly 60 percent of that 
cost borne by the federal 
government. For a prece¬ 
dent in attacking this prob¬ 
lem, look at the action gov¬ 
ernment took in the case of 
tobacco. 

The historic 1998 tobacco 
settlement, in which the 
states settled health-relat¬ 
ed lawsuits against tobac¬ 
co companies, and the 
companies agreed to cur¬ 
tail marketing and finance 
anti-smoking efforts, was far 
from perfect, but consider 
the results. 

More than half of all Ameri¬ 
cans who once smoked 
have quit and smoking 


rates are about half of what 
they were in the 1960s. 

It’s true that you don’t need 
to smoke and you do need 
to eat. But you don’t need 
sugary beverages (or the 
associated fries), which 
have been linked not only 
to Type 2 diabetes and in¬ 
creased obesity but also 
to cardiovascular diseases 
and decreased intake of 
valuable nutrients like cal¬ 
cium. It also appears that 
liquid calories provide less 
feeling of fullness; in other 
words, when you drink a 
soda it’s probably in addi¬ 
tion to your other calorie in¬ 
take, not instead of it. 

To counter arguments 
about their nutritional 
worthlessness, expect to 
see “fortified" sodas - a la 
Red Bull, whose vitamins 
allegedly “support mental 
and physical performance” 
- and “improved" junk 
foods (Less Sugar! Higher 
Fiber!). 

Indeed, there may be rea¬ 
sons to make nutritionally 
worthless foods less so, but 
it’s better to decrease their 
consumption. 

Forcing sales of junk food 
down through taxes isn’t 
ideal. □

Delta flight searched after threat 

BELIZE CITY (AP) — A Delta Airlines flight from Atlanta, 
Georgia, to Belize was searched by a police bomb 
squad at Belize's Philip Goldson International Airport 
Monday after the pilot reported suspicious activity by a 
passenger and “the possibility of a bomb threat." Delta 
Airlines said in a statement that a passenger was re¬ 
moved from the flight and questioned by local law en¬ 
forcement authorities. The plane was met upon arrival 
by police and soldiers, and the police bomb squad 
went through the plane with sniffer dogs, who did not 
find anything suspicious. The other passengers aboard 
Delta Flight 4345 were taken to an airport lounge after 
the plane landed as scheduled at the airport is located 
just outside Belize City, the Caribbean country's larg¬ 
est city.

Troops claim innocence at trial 

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — Three former Guatemalan 
soldiers and an officer have claimed innocence on the 
first day of trial for a 1982 massacre in which hundreds 
of men, women and children were killed. 

The defendants say they were not in the village of Dos 
Erres the day it was stormed by soldiers. They stand ac¬ 
cused of killing 201 farmers. At least 250 people died 
overall in the massacre, according to court filings. The 
defendants said Monday that they had been stationed 
elsewhere. Three of them had been members of an 
elite force known as “kaibiles.” Court filings say soldiers 
threw bodies down a well, and raped and killed wom¬ 
en and girls. U.N. figures say more than 200,000 people 
died or went missing during Guatemala's 1960-1996 
civil war, in which whole villages were exterminated.□ 

Youth leader detained in Senegal 

DAKAR, Senegal (AP) — Police have detained a mem¬ 
ber of a rap group which has been a leading force 
behind mass protests calling for the resignation of Sen¬ 
egal’s aging president. A spokesman for Y An A Marre 
— the group whose name means “We’ve had it” — 
said the rapper who goes by the single name Thiat 
was taken by police on Monday night. Fadel Barro, 
the spokesman, said that “at the moment Thiat was ar¬ 
rested, he was not suffering from any illness.” He called 
on the Division of Criminal Investigations to release him 
unharmed. Police refused to comment on the matter. 
Thiat was one of the most outspoken speakers at an 
anti-government protest on Saturday. He called for the

DNA experts 
find problems 
with Knox case

PERUGIA, Italy (AP) — The 

investigators who collected 
the genetic evidence 
used to convict American 
student Amanda Knox 
of murder in Italy made 
a series of glaring errors, 
including using a dirty glove 
and not wearing caps, 
two independent forensic 
experts said Monday. 

The experts had been 
appointed by an Italian 
appeals court to review 
the DNA evidence used in 
Knox’s trial, including some 
found on a kitchen knife 
believed to be the murder 
weapon and some found 
on the clasp of the victim’s 
bra. 

That evidence played a 
crucial role in securing the 
convictions of Knox and 
her co-defendant Raffaele 
Sollecito in the 2007 murder 
of Meredith Kercher, a Briton 
who shared an apartment 
with Knox while they were 
both exchange students in 
the city of Perugia. 

Knox, 24, and Sollecito, 27, 
have denied wrongdoing 
and have appealed. The 
evidence review was 
granted at the request of 
their defense teams. 

In the first trial, prosecutors 
maintained that Knox's DNA 
was found on the handle 
of the kitchen knife and 
Kercher's DNA was found 
on the blade. They say 
Sollecito's DNA was found 
on the clasp of Kercher’s 
bra. 

But the independent experts 
told the appeals court that 
the collection of evidence 
fell below international 
standards and may have 
resulted in contamination. □

And it appears to have 
been one of the triggers to 
the massacre carried out 
here on Norway's white 
elite.

“I think both sides are los¬ 
ing,” she said. 

Harald Stanghelle, the po¬ 
litical editor of the newspa¬ 
per Aftenposten, said that 
in many schools in Oslo, 
the majority of students do 
not come from Norwegian¬ 
speaking families. 

“It's a new phenomenon in 
Norway,” Stanghelle said, 
“and it has raised a new 
kind of debate.” 

In general, that debate is 
about how to integrate im¬ 
migrants into a small coun¬ 
try with its own difficult lan¬ 
guage if they are not able 
to learn to speak it well 
even in state schools. 
Although the debate 
echoes that in other West¬ 
ern European countries, 
Norway is stable, rich and 
has little unemployment, so 
competition for jobs is not 
such a big issue.

Jack Layton, who an¬ 
nounced in February that 
he had been battling pros¬ 
tate cancer, said on Mon¬ 
day that his battle with 
prostate cancer is going 
well but recent tests show 
he has a new form of can¬ 
cer. Layton, 61, not did 
elaborate on what type of 
cancer was discovered in 
the results he received last 
week. 

Layton, known for his feisfy 
baffles as a parfy lead¬ 
er wifh fhe Conservative 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, appeared gaunt 
and sounded raspy as he 
made his announcement 
Monday. 

“In the closing days of the 
most recent session of the 
House of Commons, I suf¬ 
fered from some stiffness 
and pain," he said. “On 
the advice of my doctors. 
I'm going to focus on treat¬ 
ment and recovery." 

“I am hopeful and optimis¬ 
tic about the personal bat¬ 
tle that lies before me in the 
weeks to come.” 

The NDP, a union-backed 
party with socialist roots, 
took Canadians by surprise

lence is over. Many are just 
tired of letting it rule their 
lives.

“They wanted an animal 
that would be a symbol of 
the city, and for some rea¬ 
son they chose a giraffe,” 
said Mario DeLeon, the vet¬ 
erinarian who has cared for 
Modesto since the giraffe's 
arrival. □

NEW YORK - Rome has the 
catacombs; Paris has its 
sewers. Now New York will 
have its own subterranean 
wonder: a 200-ton me¬ 
chanical serpent's head. 

It is a gargantuan drill that 
has been hollowing out tun¬ 
nels for a train station under 
Grand Central Terminal. As 
tall as four men and with the 
weight of two whales, the 
cutter head - the spinning, 
sharp-edged business end 
of a tunnel boring machine 
- is usually extracted, dis¬ 
mantled and sold for scrap 
when the work is done. 

But the Spanish contrac¬ 
tor overseeing the project 
is taking a different ap¬ 
proach. It believes it can 
save time and money by 
simply leaving it behind, 
dormant and decayed, 
within the rocky depths of 
Midtown Manhattan. The 
drill’s final resting place: 14 
stories beneath the well- 
tended sidewalks of Park 
Avenue. There is little prec¬ 
edent for such a Brobding- 
nagian burial. No one at 
the Metropolitan Trans¬ 


portation Authority, which 
plans to officially entomb 
the machine sometime this 
week, can recall such an 
interment. “It's like a Jules 
Verne story,” Michael Horo- 
dniceanu, the authority's 


chief of construction, said. 
A recent visit to the cutter's 
future crypt revealed a ma¬ 
chine that evokes an alien 
life form fhaf crashed to 
earth millennia ago. Its steel 
gears, bolts and pistons, al¬ 


of tungsten carbide, an ex¬ 
ceptionally strong alloy that 
can easily break through 
the city's bedrock. (Rumors 
that the machine used 
diamonds for this purpose 
were “an urban legend,”

ready oxidizing, appeared 
lifeless and fatigued. A 
wormlike fan, its exhaust 
pipe disappearing into the 
cutter's maw, was still spin¬ 
ning, its drone not unlike 
a slumbering creature's 
breath. 

“If you came and visifed 
this 100 years from today, 
this is what you'd see," said 
Horodniceanu, balancing 
on a catwalk that overlooks 
the enormous contraption. 
“People would not know 
what it’s all about." 

The cutter head, known as 
Seli after its Italian manu¬ 
facturer, has been eat¬ 
ing its way through several 
miles of Manhatfan schisf 
since 2007. Its flat face is 
equipped with 45 rotating 
discs, each carrying a layer 


according to a transporta¬ 
tion authority spokesman.) 
Starting in 2016, the 22-foot- 
diameter tunnels created 
by the cutter will carry thou¬ 
sands of Long Islanders into 
a station beneath Grand 
Central Terminal. Today, 
the passages are craggy 
and unfinished, suggesting 
the ominous, organic look 
of a monster's cave. 

Seli cost $6 million to $8 mil¬ 
lion, but Dragados, the proj¬ 
ect’s chief contractor and 
operator of the machine, 
decided this year that a 
scrap sale would not be 
economical. 

It can take months to dis¬ 
mantle a cutter, and the 
parts would have to be 
hauled from Midtown to 
the tunnel’s other end in 


Queens. The removal would 
delay further construction, 
potentially costing millions 
of dollars in additional wag¬ 
es. 

“It costs, in effect, $100,000 
a day just to be there - to 
say, ‘Hello!’" Horodniceanu 
said. “A machine like this, 
they want to spend $9 mil¬ 
lion pulling it out? You must 
be kidding me. It's not hap¬ 
pening." 

Burial is more common for 
cuffers in internafional tun¬ 
neling projects. But the ap¬ 
proach has rarely been 
tried in New York, whose 
crowded underground 
does not often have room. 
The new Second Avenue 
subway line ends at the 63rd 
Street F train station, not an 
ideal cemetery plot. On the 
No. 7 line, which is being 
extended to the far west 
side, the burial would have 
to take place beneath the 
Port Authority Bus Terminal, 
“and you can't bury it in the 
Port Authority, very simply 
put,” Horodniceanu said. 
But the grassy Park Avenue 
median, between 37th and 
38th streets, did not pose 
a problem. And extracting 
the cutter from fhaf loca¬ 
tion was out of the question. 
“There would had to have 
been a 40-foot-diameter 
shaft right in Park Avenue, 
in front of the Union League 
Club, to pull it out," said 
Mark Rhodes, an engineer 
on the project. 

That image prompted 
Horodniceanu to laugh. “As 
it is, we don’t have many 
friends,” he said, shaking his 
head. 

A man who answered the 
phone at the Union League 
Club said the organization 
would not comment about 
the clubhouse’s new un¬ 
derground neighbor. But he 
conceded that the mem¬ 
bers were “painfully aware” 
of the construction occur¬ 
ring 140 feet beneath their 
gilded lobby.Q

VANCOUVER, British Co¬ 
lumbia (AP) — Sean O’Hair 
won the RBC Canadian 
Open after tapping in for 
bogey on the first playoff 
hole on Sunday, and then 
watching fellow American 
Kris Blanks lip out his bogey 
putt from just over 5 feet. 

It was the fourth PGA Tour 
win for O’Hair, but his first 
time in the top 15 during 
a season that had seen 
him miss 10 of 17 cuts com¬ 
ing into this event, and al¬ 
ready fire a couple of Ca¬ 
nadians — swing coach 
Sean Foley, who also now 
works with Tiger Woods, 
and caddy Brennan Little. 
The 29-year-old O’Hair 
started the day three shots 
behind leader Bo Van Pelt 
before shooting 68 to get 
into the playoff with Blanks 
(70) at 4-under 276. 

“There is not one second 
I’m not feeling like I’m 
going to just puke," said 
O'Hair, whose $936,000 
winning share was almost 
triple his season earnings 
coming into the week, and 
vaulted him up 104 places 
in the FedEx Cup playoff 
standings to 43rd with five 
weeks left in the race. 

“I’m sorry he missed the 
put but the fact I won 
knowing he missed it was 
just overwhelming." 

It was the second-highest 
winning total on the PGA 
Tour this season, and the 
first non-major without a 
bogey-free round since 
2008.

France many hailed as a classic. 
There were crashes, dropouts, sur¬ 
prises and, above all, a new cham¬ 
pion. 

With Cadel Evans becoming the first 
Australian to win cycling’s most pres¬ 
tigious race, the Tour de France had 


a completely new look this year. 
Lance Armstrong’s seven-year stran¬ 
glehold over the Tour was a remark¬ 
able demonstration of strength and 
resolve, but the competition itself 
was not that engrossing. Alberto 
Contador then stepped up and won 
three titles in four years, with his third 
still in limbo after a positive drug test 
last year. 


This year, with defending champion 
Contador far from his best, the race 
was wide open. 

Despite the early departure of some 
pre-race favorites, seven key riders 
were in contention halfway through 
the final week.

NEW YORK (AP) — David 
Beckham has no doubt 
Wednesday's match 

between the MLS All-Stars 
and Manchester United will 
be friendly in name only. 
The former Manchester 
United star, who now plays 
for L.A. Galaxy and is lining 
up for the All-Stars, knows 
what to expect. 

“When you play at that 
level you approach every 
game the same — to win,” 
Beckham said. “Man. U 
didn’t come here to have 
a nice holiday and run 
around the field. They want 
to get their fitness up and 
they're playing to win." 
United has accomplished 
much on its U.S. tour. Starting 


with a 4-1 win over New 
England and continuing 
with a 7-0 romp over 
Seattle and Saturday’s 3-1 
victory over Chicago in the 
U.S. Cup final, Manchester 
United has outscored the 
league 14-2. 

Wayne Rooney has four of 
those goals. “Basically, it’s 
all about getting our fitness 
in and getting ready for fhe 
season,” Rooney said. 

With the MLS drawing more 
European talent and an 
overall improved quality of 
play, Manchester United 
manager Alex Ferguson 
said Wednesday’s game 
against a team that 
features the MLS’ leading 
scorer, Thierry Henry, should 


be formidable. 

“The MLS is much stronger 
now," said Ferguson, whose 
team beat the All-Stars 5-2 
last season. “There’s more 
players now. 

“We’re winning games 
comfortably, but it’s been 
difficult. Seattle was really 
a false result. We created 
eight chances and scored 
seven. Normally, you hope 
for 25 percent, 20 percent. 
At the end, it (looked like) a 
real slaughter, but it wasn't 
the case.” 

United fell behind the 
Chicago Fire 1-0 in the 
first half, but rallied in the 
second. 

“In the second half, we had 
to step up the performance 
level,” Ferguson said. “Those 
teams have definitely 
improved, especially since 
six or seven years ago." 
Mexican international 
Javier Hernandez made his 
Manchester United debut 
against the All-Stars last 
year. Chicharito has yet to 
score in limited time on this 
American tour as Ferguson 
attempts to rest him after 
having played the 2009-10 
season for his original club, 
Chivas of Guadalajara, 
then the World Cup before 
he joined Ferguson's group 
for the 2010 summer tour.

Even Carl Lewis cannot guess what Bolt might do next

(AP) - No use asking Carl 
Lewis to make bold pre¬ 
dictions about what Usain 
Bolt might do at the next 
Olympics. The nine-time 


gold medalist is still having 
trouble processing what 
the Jamaican sprinter did 
at the last one. 

“A lot of people’s breath 
has been taken away 
," Lewis told The Associated 
Press on Monday. “I’m still 
coming to grips with that.” 
As to the question of who in 
America might challenge 
Bolt in London next year - 
Lewis takes the vaguely op¬ 
timistic view. 

“My main focus is saying, 
'Hey, we always have to 
think someone will come 
up,”’ Lewis said. 

Even 15 years after leav¬ 
ing the sport, Lewis remains 
America’s iconic figure in 
a track world that grew in¬ 
creasingly troubled after his 
departure. 


By setting the 100-meter re¬ 
cord three times in the span 
of 15 months in 2008 and 
2009 - lowering it from 9.74 
seconds to 9.58 - Bolt has 
redefined the sport's land¬ 
scape. 

“Really kind of bizarre,” Lew¬ 
is described the rapid low¬ 
ering of the world record. 
“It's hard to follow what's 
going on. Kind of crazy the 
way the sport's become.” 
Instead of focusing on that, 
Lewis is busy running for 
the state legislature in New 
Jersey, where his candida¬ 
cy is being challenged in 
the courts because of the 
state’s four-year residency 
requirement. He keeps his 
hand in track, mainly trying 
to influence the younger 
side of the sport. 


He's working for the Her- 
shey’s Track and Field 
Games, a 34-year-old pro¬ 
gram that draws millions of 
kids into track and field. The 
North American Final meet 
takes place Aug. 6 in Her- 
shey. Pa. 

“It’s why I deal with youth 
- there are no issues, no 
drama,” he said. “All the 
drama is whether you win 
or not, and 10 minutes later, 
whether you did or not, you 
go get your chocolate." 

If only things were that sim¬ 
ple at the elite level. 

In the aftermath of the 
2008 Olympics, in which 
the Americans won only 23 
medals, Lewis was asked to 
be part of a task force that 
explored what went wrong. 
The Project 30 report - 


named as such because 
of a goal set by former USA 
Track and Field CEO Doug 
Logan to win 30 medals at 
the London Olympics - iden¬ 
tified a number of structural 
flaws inside the team. 

With the Olympics starting 
a year from Wednesday, 
Lewis isn’t completely con¬ 
vinced all the issues have 
been straightened out. 

“The reality is that we’ re talk¬ 
ing about 30 medals and 
we still haven't figured out 
how to pass the baton” in 
relays, he said. “The last two 
championships, the men 
have not passed the baton. 
That’s a huge problem. We 
had two gold medals that 
were guaranteed all the 
time and now we can't get 
a medal, period.”□

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
months of public nastiness 
and private negotiations, 
of court filings and rulings, 
of players and owners 
squabbling over more than 
$9 billion a year, NFL fans 
finally saw the handshake 
and heard the words they 
awaited: “Football's back.” 
NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell and NFL Players As¬ 
sociation head DeMaurice 
Smith both used that phrase 
while standing shoulder- 
to-shoulder Monday, an¬ 
nouncing their agreement 
on a 10-year deal to end 
the lockout that began in 
March. 

Then came what may truly 
be the lasting image of 
the dispute’s resolution: 
Indianapolis Colts offen¬ 
sive lineman Jeff Saturday 
wrapped one of his burly 
arms around New Eng¬ 
land Patriots owner Robert 
Kraft and enveloped him 
in a hug — a gesture that 
symbolized the acrimony’s 
end more than any state¬ 
ment could. Owners can 
point to victories, such as 
gaining a higher percent¬ 
age of all revenue, one of 
the central issues — they 
get 53 percent, players 47 
percent; the old deal was 
closer to 50-50. There’s also 
a new system that will rein in 
spending on contracts for 
first-round draft picks. 
Players, meanwhile, per¬ 
suaded teams to commit to 
spending nearly all of their 
salary cap space in cash 
and won changes to off¬ 
season and in-season prac¬ 
tice rules that should make 
the game safer. 

Now comes frenzied foot¬ 
ball activity, starting imme¬ 
diately. Club facilities will 
open to players Tuesday, 
when 2011 draft picks and 
rookie free agents can be 


signed, and teams can be¬ 
gin talking to veteran free 
agents. 

Training camps for some 
teams may begin as soon 
as Wednesday. 

“Chaos,” said Jets fullback 
Tony Richardson, a mem¬ 
ber of the NFLPA's execu¬ 
tive committee. “That’s the 
best word for it.” 

Only one exhibition game 
was lost: the Hall of Fame 
opener between the Bears 
and Rams, scheduled for 
Aug. 7 in Canton, Ohio. 
Otherwise, the entire pre¬ 
season and regular-season 
schedules remain intact. 
Owners overwhelmingly 
approved a proposal to 
end the dispute Thursday, 
but some unresolved issues 
needed to be reviewed to 
satisfy players. 

The sides worked through 
the weekend and wrapped 
up nearly every detail by 
about 3 a.m. 

Monday on a final pact 
that runs through the 2020 
season and can't be termi¬ 
nated before then. 

As he spoke. Smith was sur¬ 
rounded by some players, 
including Saints quarter¬ 
back Drew Brees, one of 
10 plaintiffs in the antitrust 
lawsuit that players filed 
against the league March 
11. Two unanimous NFLPA 
leadership votes cleared 
the way for that case to be 
dropped and the lockout 
to go away: first, to recom¬ 
mend to the plaintiffs that 
they accept the settle¬ 
ment; second, to recom¬ 
mend that all 1,900 players 
re-establish the union. 

All players now will take a 
vote to re-certify the union 
— it was dissolved March 
11, turning the NFLPA into 
a trade association — and 
then one more vote to ap¬ 
prove the final CBA. It all 
needs to be wrapped up 
by Aug. 4 to make every¬

thing official, something 
everyone involved believes 
will happen without a hitch. 
Only once it is back to be¬ 
ing a union can the NFLPA 
finish the contract, cover¬ 
ing remaining items such as 
player discipline, drug test¬ 
ing, disability programs and 
pensions. 

Now get set for a wild week. 
On Tuesday, clubs can be¬ 
gin talking to veteran free 
agents, who can sign as 
soon as Friday. 

On Wednesday, training 
camps will start to open. 
The major economic 
framework for the deal was 
worked out more than a 
week ago. 

That included dividing rev¬ 
enue; a per-club cap of 
about $120 million for salary 
and bonuses in 2011 — and 
at least that in 2012 and

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Cielo seals title 4 days after doping ruling

Cielo said a day ago that 
his doping ordeal was be¬ 
hind him.

“But I had to deal with it 
and it feels like the biggest 
relief of my life to over¬ 
come something like that 
and be able to compete.” 
Also on the second night 
of the eight-day meet, 
host China took its first gold 
when 15-year-old Ye Shi- 
wen went from fifth to first 
during the final freestyle 
leg in the women’s 200 in-

dividual medley. 

Alexander Dale Oen led 
from start to finish to take 
gold in the 100 breast¬ 
stroke, then pointed to the 
Norwegian flag on his swim 
cap in honor of the 93 peo¬ 
ple killed during the twin at¬ 
tacks in his country. 

“I guess I was racing a little 
bit more with my heart to¬ 
day than I was technical¬ 
ly,” Dale Oen said. 

Earlier, the powerful Ameri¬ 
can team took its first title 
when Dana Vollmer won 
the 100 fly for her first indi¬ 
vidual gold at a worlds or 
Olympics. 

Also, Michael Phelps quali¬ 
fied only fifth in the 200 
freestyle semifinals, which 
was led by French teen¬ 
ager Yannick Agnel.

Cielo cried again during 
the medal ceremony, and 
the capacity crowd at the 
Oriental Sports Center re¬ 
sponded by applauding in 
encouragement.

Sun’s rays may leave mysterious marks

For adults and children 
alike, summer is the season 
to take in the mystery of the 
outdoors, its unexpected 
pleasures and hidden thrills. 
But summer has its share of 
unpleasant discoveries, too 
- as dermatologists know 
all too well. For this is also 
the season of fhe mystery 
rash. “This time of year, a 
lot of people come in with 
rashes and have no idea 
what happened," said Dr. 
Deborah S. Sarnoff, a der¬ 
matologist in New York. 

In truth, many of these rash¬ 
es are not at all mysterious. 
Very often, Sarnoff and 
other dermatologists find, 
they result from a photo¬ 
sensitivity reaction, a com¬ 
bination of the sun's UVA 
radiation and exposure to 
a drug, perfume or another 
substance. 

Many commonly used 
drugs can cause such a 
reaction, including antibi¬ 
otics like the tetracyclines 
(doxycycline is one), cipro¬ 
floxacin and the sulfa drugs 
(Bactrim, for example); the 
diuretic hydrochlorothia¬ 
zide; and over-the-counter 
anti-inflammatory drugs, 
like ibuprofen and naprox¬ 
en. 

People with the photosen¬ 
sitive reactions “may have 
been on the drug for a long 
time, so they don’t put two 
and two together," said 
Sarnoff, who is senior vice 
president of the Skin Can¬ 
cer Foundation. 

The full list of substances 
that can touch off a pho¬ 
tosensitive reaction is very 
long and includes, ironi¬ 
cally, sunscreens that con¬ 
tain benzophenones, the 
retinoids used to treat acne 
and sun-induced wrinkles, 
and fragrances like musk 
and coumarins. 

The guilty substances 
change with the times, as 
compounds go in and out 
of fashion. But the prob¬ 
lem never vanishes. New 
irritants frequently appear, 
keeping dermatologists on 
their toes and consumers 
mystified. 

Most photosensitivity reac¬ 
tions result from exposure 
to UVA radiation, the so-

called tanning rays that 
have been linked to pre¬ 
mature aging of the skin 
and to melanoma, the 
most deadly form of skin 
cancer. 

UVA radiation can pass 
through glass, so a reac¬ 
tion can occur after a car 
ride or sitting indoors near 
a window, further mystify¬ 
ing affected individuals. 
And though the sun is the 
most common source of 
UVA radiation, it is not the 


only source. This type of UV 
radiation is found in tan¬ 
ning booths and, in small 
amounts, is emitted by fluo¬ 
rescent bulbs. 

Some people also react to 
the wavelengths that make 
up visible light. 

TWO KINDS OF PHOTOSEN¬ 
SITIVITY 

Photosensitivity - “a broad 
umbrella,” Sarnoff said - re¬ 
fers to two types of reac¬ 
tions. One, the kind that 
can happen to anyone, is 
called phototoxic, the ef¬ 
fects of which resemble a 
very bad sunburn. It can 
occur the first time a person 
is exposed to a trigger. 

The culprit, like many of 
the substances mentioned 
above, may be ingested 
or applied topically. It gets 
into the skin, where it is ac¬ 


tivated by UVA rays. Within 
a day, the sun-exposed skin 
turns very red. 

While in theory anyone 
exposed to sufficient 
amounts of a phototoxic 
drug should react to UVA 
exposure, one’s suscepti¬ 
bility can be influenced by 
such factors as the amount 
of drug present in the skin, 
the color and thickness of 
the skin, and environmen¬ 
tal conditions like humidity, 
temperature and wind. 


Some phototoxic reac¬ 
tions depend on oxygen, 
and taking anti-oxidants 
like vitamin C and vitamin 
E orally may be protective, 
Sarnoff said. The second 
type, called photoaller- 
gic dermatitis, is much less 
common, affecting 1 to 2 
percent of the population. 
It is what doctors call a de¬ 
layed hypersensitivity reac¬ 
tion, more often resulting 
from application of topical 
substances, like perfumes, 
that can induce allergic re¬ 
actions. 

In past years, the sunscreen 
ingredient PABA caused 
photoallergic reactions in 
many people, and its use 
was discontinued. 

In one 20-year study of 69 
people with documented 
photoallergic dermatitis. 


doctors at New York Uni¬ 
versity found that antibiot¬ 
ics and ingredients in sun¬ 
screens each caused 23 
percent of the reactions, 
other medications 20 per¬ 
cent, fragrances 13 per¬ 
cent and substances from 
plants 11 percent. 

As with poison ivy, for a 
photoallergy to develop a 
person must have exposure 
to the substance that re¬ 
sulted in no visible reaction, 
but alerted the immune 


system to recognize future 
exposures as something 
foreign. 

Unlike phototoxic reac¬ 
tions, which require a 
rather strong exposure to 
the offending substance, 
a photoallergic response 
can result from relatively 
small amounts of the aller¬ 
gen. A photoallergic reac¬ 
tion doesn’t show up until 
two or three days later, so 
sufferers may not link it to 
sun exposure. The irritation 
can spread to areas that 
were not exposed to the 
sun. The rash may be itchy 
at first, then, like poison ivy, 
turn into watery blisters. 
Some people with chronic 
illnesses are highly suscep¬ 
tible to photosensitivity re¬ 
actions and must always 
protect themselves from 
UVA exposure. The condi¬ 
tions include lupus, pella¬ 
gra and porphyria. People 
with a rare inherited disor¬ 
der called xeroderma pig¬ 
mentosum have extreme 
sensitivity to the sun and 
must avoid exposure at all 
times. 

There is also a chronic form 
of sun sensitivity, most often 
seen in elderly men, that 
shows up as itchy red, in¬ 
flamed bumps and scaly 
patches on sun-exposed 
skin, Sarnoff and co-authors 
wrote in The Skin Cancer 
Foundation Journal in 2008. 
TESTING AND TREATMENT 
Determining the cause of a 
photosensitivity reaction is 
likely to start with an inven¬ 
tory of the substances you 
are exposed to that are 
common culprits. Were you 
on an antibiotic, or do you 
take a thiazide diuretic or 
a nonsteroidal anti-inflam¬ 
matory drug? Have you re¬ 
cently begun using a new 
scent or sunscreen? Might 
you have been working 
with a particular plant or a 
pesticide? 

To confirm sensitivity, you 
will have to undergo a pho¬ 
topatch test, similar to that 
used by allergists to test for 
allergic sensitivities. Several 
suspect substances are 
tested at once on the pa¬ 
tient's back, with two sites 
for each substance. One 
site is exposed to UVA, and 
its matching site is notO

Netflix bracing for slowdown 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Netflix is bracing for a slow¬ 
down in its subscriber growth amid changes in the on¬ 
line video subscription service that will raise rates by as 
much as 60 percent for many customers. 

The company issued the forecast Monday as part of 
a second-quarter earnings report that exceeded ana¬ 
lyst estimates. 

Netflix Inc. expects to add 190,000 to 1.29 million sub¬ 
scribers in the current quarter ending in September. The 
company gained 1.8 million customers in the second 
quarter to end June with nearly 25.6 million subscribers. 
Netflix earned $68 million, or $1.26 per share, in the April- 
June period. That marked a 57 percent increase from 
$43.5 million, or 80 cents per share, at the same time 
last year. 

Revenue climbed 52 percent from the same time last 
year to $789 millionO 

Linkedln launches ‘Apply’ button 

NEW YORK (AP) — Professional networking service Linke¬ 
dln Corp. launched a Web button on Monday that lets 
job applicants submit their profiles on the site to jobs 
that interest them. 

The blue button, “Apply with Linkedln,” appears on on¬ 
line job listings on company and jobs websites along¬ 
side more general buttons such as “Apply Now” that 
recruiters have been using. 

It’s Linkedln's version of efforts by other online net¬ 
works, such as Facebook, to spread beyond their own 
sites across the broader Web. Linkedln said thousands 
of companies, including Netflix and LivingSocial, have 
made the “Apply with Linkedln” button available on 
their websites. 

Companies can customize the Linkedln plugin to in¬ 
clude application questions or ask for a cover letter. 
Applicants, meanwhile, can see if any of their Linkedln 
connections work for the company they are applying 
to and send them a message. 

Shares of Mountain View, Calif.-based Linkedln, which 
went public in May, slid $2.22 to $100.75 in afternoon 
trading.Q 

Computer Sciences Corp. falls 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A Goldman Sachs ana¬ 
lyst downgraded shares of Computer Sciences Corp. 
Monday, citing the government information technolo¬ 
gy contractor’s dependence on business from the De¬ 
partment of Defense, which may see major budget 
cuts in the next several years. 

THE SPARK: In a client note, Goldman analyst Julio Quin¬ 
teros Jr. cut his rating for the stock to “Sell" from “Neu¬ 
tral” and lowered his price target by $7 to $32. 

THE ANALYSIS: Quinteros said checks indicate the De¬ 
partment of Defense is expected to see “significant 
budget cuts over the next few years” as a result of ne¬ 
gotiations in Washington linked to raising the govern¬ 
ment’s debt ceiling by Aug. 2. Computer Science’s 
data services “appear susceptible to austerity efforts,” 
he said. 

SHARE ACTION: Shares of Falls Church, Va.-based Com¬ 
puter Sciences Corp. shares fell $1.10, or 2.9 percent, to

Crash raises doubts about 
China’s fast rail plans

BEIJING (AP) — Doubts about China’s 
breakneck plans to expand high-speed 
rail across the country have been under¬ 
scored by a bullet train wreck that killed at 
least 39 people. 

One train rammed into the back of another 
that had stalled after being hit by lightning 
Saturday in China’s deadliest rail accident 
since 2008. Six carriages derailed and four 
fell about 65 to 100 feet from a viaduct. 
More than 190 people were injured. 
Railways Minister Sheng Guangzu has apol¬ 
ogized to the victims of the crash and their 
families. The U.S. Embassy in Beijing said 
two U.S. citizens were among the dead. 
The Italian Foreign Ministry said a 22-year- 
old Italian woman was killed while another 
Italian was injured. 

The Railways Ministry and government of¬ 
ficials haven't explained why the second 
train was apparently not warned there was 
a stalled train in its path. 

One expert said he thought human error 
may have been involved. 

“I think the problem may have come from 
the mistakes of dispatching management, 
instead of technologicalfailure,” said Qi 
Qixin, a professor at the Transportation Re¬ 
search Institute of Beijing University of Tech¬ 
nology. 

“The system should have an ability to au¬ 
tomatically issue a warning or even stop a 
train under such circumstances,” he said. 
The accident is the latest blow to China’s 
bullet train ambitions. Designed to show 
off the country's rising wealth and techno¬ 
logical prowess, the high-speed rail project 
has national prestige on par with China’s 


space program. 

Beijing plans to expand the high-speed rail 
network — already the world’s biggest — 
to link far-flung regions and is also trying to 
sell its trains to Latin America and the Mid¬ 
dle East. 

But critics say tickets are costly and the ser¬ 
vices do not really meet the needs of aver¬ 
age travelers in many areas. 

Last month, China launched to great fan¬ 
fare the Beijing to Shanghai high-speed 
line, whose trains can travel at a top speed 
of 186 miles per hour. The speed was cut 
from the originally planned 217 mph after 
questions were raised about safety. 

In less than four weeks of operation, pow¬ 
er outages and other malfunctions have 
plagued the showcase 820-mile line. The 
Railways Ministry previously apologized for 
the problems and said that summer thun¬ 
derstorms and winds were the cause in 
some cases. 

Official plans for China’s bullet train net¬ 
work to expand to 8,000 miles of track this 
year and 10,000 miles by 2020. 

China's trains are based on Japanese, 
French and German technology, but the 
manufacturers are trying to sell to Latin 
America and the Middle East. That has 
prompted complaints that Beijing is violat¬ 
ing the spirit of licenses with foreign provid¬ 
ers by reselling technology that was meant 
to be used only in China. 

Saturday's accident involved the first-gen¬ 
eration bullet trains, which were launched 
in 2007 and have a top speed of 155 miles 
per hour — slower than the new Beijing to 
Shanghai trains.

AUBURN HILLS, Michigan

Blackberry maker to cut 2,000 jobs

NEW YORK (AP) — Faced 
with tough competition 
and falling profits, Black- 
Berry maker Research In 
Motion Ltd. is cutting 2,000 
jobs as part of a cost sav¬ 
ings plan announced last 
month and is shuffling some 
senior executives. 

The job cuts amount to 
about 10 percent of the 
company’s work force. The 
Canadian company said 
Monday it will notify affect¬ 
ed employees this week. 

It expects to give more in¬ 
formation on the layoffs 
when it reports fiscal sec¬ 
ond-quarter results on Sept. 
15 . 

Its U.S. shares fell 84 cents, 
or 3 percent, to $27.07 in 
morning trading. The shares 
are close to their five-year 
low of $25.60, hit Wednes¬ 
day. 

Although BlackBerrys have 
dominated the corporate 
smartphone market, their 
popularity in the consumer 
market has been short¬ 
lived. 

While RIM’s sale are still 
growing thanks to BlackBer- 
ry adoption overseas, U.S. 
consumers have moved on 
to phones with big touch¬ 
screens like Apple Inc.'s 
iPhone and various models 
that run Google Inc.'s An¬ 


droid operating system are 
dominating that market. 
Last week, Apple reported 
selling 20.3 million iPhones 
in the April to June period, 
a record number. RIM sold 
13.2 million BlackBerrys in 
the March to May period. 
RIM, based in Waterloo, 
Ontario, has been slow to 
adapt to the changing 
winds in the phone market. 
Last month, Co-CEO Mike 
Lazaridis said the compa¬ 
ny was already far along 
in developing its next-gen¬ 
eration BlackBerrys when it 
realized that U.S. custom¬ 
ers wanted higher perfor¬ 
mance, requiring the com¬ 
pany to upgrade the chips 
used. 

That posed an engineering 
challenge and delayed 
products, he said. 

The launch of its PlayBook

tablet computer, mean¬ 
while, wasn’t as success¬ 
ful as the company had 
hoped, and phone com¬ 
panies have shown little 
interest in pushing it. 

RIM reported a 10 percent 
drop in its fiscal first-quarter 
earnings in June and gave 
an outlook for the year 
that was well below what 
analysts had expected. 
Co-CEO Jim Balsillie said 
then that the planned cost 
cuts were a “streamlining,” 
prompted by the rapid 
growth of the company 
and more than a dozen 
acquisitions. 

Also Monday, RIM said it is 
naming two executives to 
take on different parts of 
the chief operating officer 
role. COO Don Morrison 
went on medical leave in 
JuneO 


for 111 ,000 members of 
the United Auto Workers, 
including those at Ford, 
which avoided bankrupt¬ 
cy by taking out massive 
private loans. The UAW’s 
four-year contracts with 
the Detroit Three expire on 
Sept. 14. 

There's more at stake than 
pay. After the industry's 
brush with financial ruin in 
2008 and 2009, both sides 
know how quickly De¬ 
troit's sales and profitabil¬ 
ity could vanish. Sales are 
on pace to reach nearly 
13 million cars and trucks 
this year, better than the 
10 million in 2009, but still 
below the 17 million peak 
in 2005. Americans are 
worried about buying cars 
when wages and the job 
market are weak. The 
workers and Detroit com¬ 
panies can’t leave them¬ 
selves vulnerable to rivals. 
“Management's not the 
enemy at this point,” says 
Jim Graham, a longtime 
local union president in 
Lordstown, Ohio, where 
workers make the Chevro¬ 
let Cruze car. “The enemy 
is the competition.” 

Even so, the talks won't be 
easy. Chrysler, which is run 
by Italian automaker Fiat, 
wants to hold the line on 
wages and benefits, while 
GM and Ford want to cut 
labor costs even more. 
There's friction inside the 
union, too. Many workers 
are eager to get a share 


of company profits and re¬ 
store pay raises and some 
benefits given up during 
the financial crisis. 

“You want to get some¬ 
thing back,” says Hans 
Smith, a worker at GM’s 
pickup plant in Flint, Michi¬ 
gan, who knows they won’t 
get back all the conces¬ 
sions. 

That could create problems 
for the UAW’s new leader. 
Bob King, who preaches 
cooperation over confron¬ 
tation. 

King wants to “make sure 
our members get their fair 
share of the upside" but 
also keep the companies 
competitive. 

Wall Street is watching, too. 
Stock prices at Ford and 
GM and a potential Chrys¬ 
ler public offering could be 
hurt if companies end up 
with higher costs. 

The talks started Monday 
at Chrysler’s Auburn Hills, 
Mich., headquarters with 
a series of friendly hand¬ 
shakes. Both sides wore 
matching maroon jackets 
to signal unity. 

Here are the key issues in 
the talks: 

— Reward for Risk: 

Workers want a bigger 
cut of the profits now that 
Detroit's automakers are 
making money again. They 
got profit-sharing checks in 
January, but they'll want 
bigger ones this year to off¬ 
set the risk that they could 
nothing if the economy 
slows more and auto sales 
tank. They also resent the 
size of executive pay pack¬ 
ages, particularly at Ford, 
where workers fume that 
Ford CEO Alan Mulally got 
$26.5 million for 2010. 

Some assembly-line work¬ 
ers are already mad about 
giving up guaranteed rais¬ 
es. They could resist profit- 
sharing. 

“Most workers say ‘No, 
that’s not good enough,”’ 
says Gary Walkowicz, a 
Ford worker who ran unsuc¬ 
cessfully against King last 
year. “It's like pie in the sky 
as opposed to real increas¬ 
es in wages to help us keep 
up with increasing prices.” 
The UAW’s ultimate weap¬ 
on, a strike, is banned at 
GM and Chrysler under 
terms of the government 
bailout. The union could still 
strike at Ford. □

Groep NV says it has 
agreed to sell most of its

ING says that on top of the 
deal price, Gruposura will 
take on €65 million in debt 
for the businesses, which 
include ING's insurance, 
investment management 
and pension management 
activities. 

The deal does not include

SA.

ers ready at a moment’s 
notice, a quality known 
as liquidity. Investors like 
that, especially in a crisis, 
and may overlook fears of 
missed payments. 

Gifford Combs, a portfolio 
manager at Dalton Invest¬ 
ments, which manages 
$1.3B in assets, has been 
buying short-term Treasury 
bills for this reason. But he 
concedes he's not sure 
what could happen in the 
event of a default. 

“If there is a financial melt¬ 
down and panic, you don't 
know where investors will 
go,” he says. 

A second reason to like 
Treasurys: A default could 
help sink the economic re¬ 
covery. Dan Greenhaus, 
chief global strategist at 
brokerage BTIG, thinks 
Washington is likely to con¬ 
tinue paying interest on its 
bonds, keeping creditors 
happy even if it means 
gutting other government 
spending. The massive drop 
in government spending 
would then drag down the 
economy. And when eco¬ 
nomic growth looks grim, 
traders turn to Treasurys. 
“No matter what happens, 
Treasurys are still the safe 
haven," Greenhaus says. 
“No other market is as large 
or as liquid." 

Some investors are hop¬ 
ing high-quality corporate 
bonds serve as a backup 
safe haven. Wilmer Stith, 
the portfolio manager of 
the $3 billion MTB Interme¬ 
diate-Term Bond Fund, 
has been buying bonds of 
companies like IBM and 
Microsoft that have strong 
balance sheets and high 
credit ratings. 


Others are seeking protec¬ 
tion in credit default swaps, 
the insurance policies that 
pay off if a company or 
country defaults on its debt. 
The cost of buying protec¬ 
tions against a U.S. default 
has been rising fast, reflect¬ 
ing high investor demand. 
To insure $10 million worth 
of Treasurys for a year, in¬ 
vestors now have to pay 
almost $50,000 — double 
what it would have cost 
them just two months ago. 
That’s about what it costs 
to insure an equal amount 
of bonds issued by Russia. 
As with bonds, stocks could 
be thrown into turmoil in a 
default. To help protect his 
clients, Stuart Speer, a fi¬ 
nancial adviser at Heritage 
Advisors in Overland Park, 
Kan., has bought “puts” for 
shares that track two stock 
indexes — the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 and the Dow 
Jones industrial average. 
The “puts” give him the 
right to sell those shares in 
the future at roughly to¬ 
day’s prices. So if stocks 
tumble on a U.S. default, 
his clients can buy shares 
at low prices, sell them for 
the locked-in higher prices 
and pocket the difference. 
Those profits will help offset 
any losses they face from 
their own stock holdings. 
Speer thinks the odds of 
default are slim — but he's 
still worried. “If the U.S. de¬ 
faults, it could be a calam¬ 
ity,” he says. “People will 
lose confidence in the mar¬ 
kets.” Here are some other 
indicators to watch in the 
coming days for clues on 
how investors are getting 
ready for a U.S. default. 

— Treasurys: How will you 


know if China, the largest 
foreign holder of Treasurys, 
loses faith in the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment? Bond yields will 
leap. The main Treasury to 
watch is the 10-year note. 
Its yield acts as a floor for 
mortgages and other lend¬ 
ing rates throughout the 
economy. Everybody has 
been watching for signs of 
panic, but the market has 
remained calm so far, re¬ 
sponding instead to worries 
that the economy is slow¬ 
ing down. The yield has 
hovered below 3 percent 
since June. 

— Gold: Investors are piling 
into gold on fears of a U.S. 
default, pushing the metal 
on Monday to $1,612 per 
troy ounce. But unlike a lot 
of metals, including silver 
and copper, there are few 
commercial uses for gold. 
That makes it difficult to 
guess just how much it re¬ 
ally is worth, and whether 
the price rally will continue. 
But its high price is a good 
indicator of how scared 
people are. 

— Stocks: Concerns about 
the debt ceiling haven’t 
hampered the stock mar¬ 
ket yet. The Dow Jones 
industrial average twice 
jumped by more than 100 
points over the last week 
thanks to strong corporate 
earnings from Microsoft, 
IBM and Coca-Cola. 

But most market ana¬ 
lysts think a deal will be 
reached and haven’t laid 
out a strategy in case it’s 
not. “I don’t know how you 
could trade this in the short 
run except for waiting for 
greater clarity,” says Jona¬ 
than Golub, chief market 
strategist at UBS. □

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Atom smasher closes in on elusive particle

GRENOBLE, France (AP) — 

Scientists hoping to puzzle 
out how the Universe be¬ 
gan will find a long-sought 
theoretical particle — or 
rule out that it exists — by 
the end of 2012, the direc¬ 
tor of the world’s largest 
atom smasher predicted 
Monday. 

Rolf Heuer, director of the 
European particle physics 
laboratory near Geneva, 
said his confidence was 
based on the latest findings 
from the $10 billion proton 
collider under the Swiss- 
French border. 

“I would say we can settle 
the question, the Shake¬ 
spearean question — ‘to 
be or not to be’ — end of 
next year,” he told report¬ 
ers at a major physics con¬ 
ference in Grenoble. 

The Higgs boson isn’t just 
any particle. 

It’s the linchpin of the Stan¬ 
dard Model of particle 
physics theory that explains 
the Big Bang, because it is 
believed to answer a fun¬ 


damental question about 
why matter has mass. The 
particle itself is thought 
to give mass to other par¬ 


ticles, and thus to objects 
and creatures in the Uni¬ 
verse. 

Heuer said these are “ex¬ 
citing times” for particle 
physicists because of the 
latest findings among fwo 
separate teams of scientists 
operating the Atlas and 
CMS detectors at CERN, 
the European Organization 
for Nuclear Research near 
Geneva, that he directs. 
Scientists are starting to 
pinpoint the precise level 
of high energy where the 
Higgs boson is expected to 
be found. 

Last year, the collider for 


the first time threw togeth¬ 
er two proton beams, tiny 
particles traveling in oppo¬ 
site directions though a 17- 
mile at incredible speeds in 
conditions simulating those 
1 trillionth to 2 trillionths of a 
second after the Big Bang. 
The crash on a subatomic 
scale is aimed more at im¬ 
proving our knowledge of 
how the universe was cre¬ 
ated than at finding imme¬ 
diate new technology uses 
to improve our lives. 

The power produced has 
been ramped up to ev- 
er-new record levels this 
spring, creating reams of 


new data that requires 
endless monitoring and 
sifting. But to simulate the 
moments after the Big 
Bang nearly 14 billion years 
ago, the energy levels pro¬ 
duced are potent only on 
the small atomic level. 

The collider launched 
with great fanfare little 
more than three years 
ago. Nine days after its in¬ 
auguration, the project 
was sidetracked when a 
badly soldered electrical 
splice overheated, caus¬ 
ing extensive damage to 
the massive magnets and 
other parts of the collider 
some 300 feet below the 
ground. 

It cost $40 million to repair 
and improve the machine. 
Since its restart in Novem¬ 
ber 2009, the collider has 
performed almost flaw¬ 
lessly and given scientists 
valuable data. It quickly 
eclipsed the next largest 
accelerator — the Teva- 
tron at Fermilab near Chi¬ 
cago. 

“They have tested the 
Standard Model very well,” 
Heuer said of CERN scien¬ 
tists. “They are now ready 
to bring us into uncharted 
territory. We are still missing 
the most wanted particle, 
the Higgs boson.” 

Fabio Zwirner, a physicist at 
the University of Padua, It¬ 
aly, said there is “consider¬ 
able excitement because 
of the many new results” at 
the conference, but physi¬ 
cists were still unsure wheth¬ 
er they were seeing “hints” 
at finding the particle, or 
were running into statistical 
errors. 

Physicists also hope the 
collider will help them see 
and understand other sus¬ 
pected phenomena, such 
as dark matter, antimatter 
and supersymmetry. Dark 
matter has been theorized 
by scientists to account for 
missing mass and bent light 
in faraway galaxies. Scien¬ 
tists believe it makes galax¬ 
ies spin fasterO

The singer’s father, moth¬ 
er and brother visited her 
home on Monday, stop¬ 
ping to inspect the mounds 
of bouquets, candles and 
handwritten notes across 
the road from the Victorian 
house. 

Her father, Mitch Wine¬ 
house, thanked mourners 
for their tributes. 

“I can’t tell you what this 
means to us — it really is 
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'The Devil’s Double’: stepping into a psychopath’s shoes

It’s hard to conceive of too 
many narratives in which 
Saddam Hussein might 
emerge as a second-tier 
villain. But in “The Devil’s 
Double” he is portrayed as 
a man who at least oper¬ 


ated according to his own 
narrow code of loyalty and 
warped ethical compass, 
while his nihilistic son Uday is 
pure, unchecked evil. 

“I’m not saying Saddam 
Hussein was an angel,” 
said Latif Yahia, a former 
Iraqi Army lieutenant who 
was forcibly inducted into 
the entourage of the presi¬ 
dent's son, and whose story 
is recounted in the film. “But 
if you compare Uday to 
Saddam, absolutely, Sad¬ 
dam was an angel. If some¬ 
body made a mistake, 
Saddam could sometimes 
forgive. Uday didn’t even 
have a word for forgive¬ 
ness. Even if you didn’t do 
anything, he might torture 
you or make fun of you.” 
Tales of the abhorrent be¬ 
havior of the first-born scion 
of Saddam’s regime, who 
was killed in a shootout with 
U.S. forces in 2003, are leg¬ 
endary. A cocaine-snorting 
party boy with a taste for 
fat cigars, flashy pimp out¬ 
fits and luxury cars, Uday 
was a loose cannon whose 
sadistic exploits included 
routinely ordering the tor¬ 
ture and imprisonment of 
athletes under his supervi¬ 
sion on the Iraqi Olympics 


and national soccer teams. 
His violent, sexually preda¬ 
tory nature was equally no¬ 
torious, treating the abduc¬ 
tion, rape and murder of 
young women as sport. 
Directed by Lee Tamahori, 
“The Devil’s Double,” which 
had its premiere at the Sun¬ 


dance Film Festival in Janu¬ 
ary and opens in New York 
and Los Angeles on Friday, 
has no shortage of graphic 
examples. They range from 
the merely perverse - Uday, 
on a whim, ordering guests 
at a birthday party to strip 
naked and dance - to 
more chilling incidents like 
cruising a Baghdad street 
in one of his many sports 
cars preying on schoolgirls, 
or snatching a bride away 
from her wedding celebra¬ 
tion. Other recent dramatic 
depictions seem almost 
playful by comparison. In 
the 2008 BBC-HBO mini¬ 
series “House of Saddam” 
Uday was first seen as a pet¬ 
ulant brat, grumbling about 
the heat in the desert and 
throwing stones at camels. 
In the recent play “Bengal 
Tiger at the Baghdad Zoo” 
Uday figures in the after¬ 
life as a pernicious ghost. 
Gleefully brandishing the 
severed head of his brother 
Qusay, he taunts his former 
gardener about the sexual 
brutalization of the man’s 
sister. 

Recounting Uday’s story 
through the horrific real-life 
ordeal of Yahia, “The Devil’s 
Double” is unapologetically 


lurid, an account of an 
amoral psychotic in a law¬ 
less society. It might be de¬ 
scribed as “The Prisoner of 
Zenda” meets “Scarface.” 
Bearing a strong resem¬ 
blance to Uday, Yahia was 
forced in 1987 to serve as his 
“fiday," or body double. Re¬ 


fusal would have meant a 
death sentence for his fam¬ 
ily. He was given a make¬ 
over, an intensive drilling 
in speech and behavioral 
patterns and minor cosmet¬ 
ic surgery. During public ap¬ 
pearances as Uday, Yahia 
frequently dodged assas¬ 
sination attempts while un¬ 


der constant threat of ex¬ 
posure. He eventually fled 
Iraq in late 1991 and now 
lives in Europe. 

In a bravura display of dra¬ 
matic pyrotechnics the Brit¬ 
ish actor Dominic Cooper 
plays both men in the film. 
Not only does Cooper per¬ 
suasively embody two dia¬ 
metrically opposed char¬ 
acters, often within a single 
scene, but he must also 
tackle the third role of Ya¬ 
hia impersonating Uday. 
“What on earth ever made 
me think I could play the 
son of an Iraqi dictator I 
don’t know,” Cooper said. 
“But what an opportunity.” 
“Everything that I read or 
looked at, everything that 
I found out he was part 
of, made me despise the 
man,” he recalled of his re¬ 
search into Uday. “I looked 
at as much footage as I 
could get hold of, and he 
was always this ominous 
figure, looming in the back¬ 
ground at parties, with fear 
emanating off the people 
around him - a live wire that 
could do anything at any 
given moment.” 

That volatility is key in a per¬ 
formance characterized 


by quicksilver shifts. Cooper 
doesn’t shy away from the 
borderline comedic lunacy 
of Uday, with his toothy grin 
and his mawkish attach¬ 
ment to his mother. But he 
doesn’t soft-pedal the sinis¬ 
ter reality of an egomaniac 
spreading chaos and car¬ 
nage with zero account¬ 


ability. He said he found it 
important to humanize the 
character by finding some 
shred of vulnerability be¬ 
hind the cackling fiend with 
the solid-gold pistol. 

“If you look at children of 
dictators there’s often a 
desperate need to be no¬ 
ticed by their all-powerful 
fathers,” Cooper said. “I 
suppose my way in was that 
he was exposed to torture 
when he was a young boy. 
He witnessed the unloving 
relationship between his 
parents. The lack of respect 
from his father, who never 
trusted him with military 
capabilities and certainly 
didn’t want him to take a 
place of power.” 

Cooper noted that for an 
eldest son to be passed 
over is a mark of dishonor 
in many cultures, and Sad¬ 
dam’s choice of Qusay 
as a senior tactician must 
have stung his brother. 

“It’s those things that I 
grabbed hold of to under¬ 
stand at least something of 
his mentality,” Cooper said. 
“To allow me as an actor 
to accept his behavior and 
have some level of enjoy¬ 
ment in his sadism, if that 


makes sense, you have to 
like something about the 
character to play it.” 

Hrach Titizian, a Los Ange¬ 
les actor from an Armenian 
background, sought a simi¬ 
lar balance in playing Uday 
in “Bengal Tiger,” Rajiv Jo¬ 
seph's existential reflection 
on war and deathO

Did I mention that I’ve signed a 
pledge - just like those Repub¬ 
lican congressmen who have 
signed written promises to dif¬ 
ferent political enforcers not to 
raise taxes or permit same-sex 
marriage? My pledge is to never 
vote for anyone stupid enough 
to sign a pledge - thereby ab¬ 
dicating their governing respon¬ 
sibilities in a period of incred¬ 
ibly rapid change and financial 
stress. Sorry, I’ve signed it. Noth¬ 
ing more I can do. 

If this kind of idiocy by elected 
officials sends you into a hair¬ 
pulling rage and leaves you 
wishing that we had more op¬ 
tions today than our two-party 
system is putting forward - for in¬ 
stance, a party that would have 
offered a grand bargain on fhe 
deficit two years ago, not on the 
eve of a Treasury default - not 
only are you not alone, but help 
may be on the way. 

Thanks to a quiet political start¬ 
up that is now ready to show 
its hand, a viable, centrist, third 
presidential ticket, elected by 
an Internet convention, is go¬ 
ing to emerge in 2012. I know it 
sounds gimmicky - an Internet 
convention - but an impressive 
group of frustrated Democrats, 
Republicans and independents, 
called Americans Elect, is really 
serious, and they have thought 
out this process well. In a few 
days, Americans Elect will for¬ 
mally submit the 1.6 million sig¬ 
natures it has gathered to get 
on the presidential ballot in Cali¬ 
fornia as part of its unfolding na¬ 
tional effort to get on the ballots 
of all 50 states for 2012. 

The goal of Americans Elect is to 
take a presidential nominating 
process now monopolized by 
the Republican and Democrat¬ 
ic parties, which are beholden 
to their special interests, and 
blow it wide open - guarantee¬ 
ing that a credible third choice, 
nominated independently, will 
not only be on the ballot in every 
state but be able to take part in 
every presidential debate and 
challenge both parties from the 
middle with the best ideas on 
how deal with the debt, edu¬ 
cation and jobs. “Our goal is to 
open up what has been an an¬ 
ticompetitive process to people 
in the middle who are unsatisfied 
wifh fhe choices of the two par¬ 
ties,” said Kahlil Byrd, the CEO 
of Americans Elect, speaking 
from its swank offices, financed 
with some serious hedge-fund 
money, a stone’s throw from 
the White House. As the group 
explains on its website, www. 
americanselect.org: “Ameri¬ 

cans Elect is the first-ever open 
nominating process. We’re us¬ 
ing the Internet to give every 
single voter - Democrat, Re¬ 


publican or independent - the 
power to nominate a presiden¬ 
tial ticket in 2012. The people will 
choose the issues. The people 
will choose the candidates. And 
in a secure, online convention 
next June, the people will make 
history by putting their choice 
on the ballot in every state.” 
Here is how it will work, explains 
Elliot Ackerman, an Iraq war 
veteran with a Silver Star, who 
serves as the chief operating 
officer of Americans Elect, and 
whose father, Peter, a success¬ 
ful investor, has been a prime 
engine behind the group. First, 
anyone interested in becoming 
a delegate goes to the Ameri¬ 
cans Elect website and registers. 
As part of fhaf process, you will 
be asked to fill in a question¬ 
naire about your political priori¬ 
ties: education, foreign policy, 
the economy, etc. This enables 
Americans Elect to put you in 
contact with others who share 
your views so you can discuss 
them and organize together. 
Then you will be invited to draft 
a candidate or support one 
who has already been drafted 
and to contribute to the list of 
questions that anyone running 
on the Americans Elect platform 
will have to answer on the site. 
“The questions, the priorities, the 
nominations and the rules will all 
come from fhe community, not 
from two entrenched parties,” 
said Ackerman. Any presidential 
nominee must conform to all the 
Constitutional requirements, as 
well as be considered someone 
of similar stature to our previous 
presidents. That means no Lady 
Gaga allowed. Every candi¬ 
date will have to post in words 
or video his or her answers to the 
platform questions produced by 
the Americans Elect delegates. 
In April 2012, the candidate pool 
will be reduced to six through 
three rounds of vofing. The six, 
assuming they all want to run, 
will then have to name their run¬ 
ning mates. The only rule is that 
a Democrat must run with a Re¬ 
publican or independent, and a 
Republican with a Democrat or 
independent. 

“Each presidential candidate 
has to pick a running mate out¬ 
side of fheir party and reaching 
across the divide of politics,” 
said Ackerman. In June 2012, the 
online convention will choose 
who among the six will run as 
the Americans Elect candidate 
- automatically on the ballot in 
all 50 states. If President Barack 
Obama wants to run with John 
Boehner on the Americans Elect 
platform that would be fine - 
provided they go through the 
process. (Obama should dump 
the Democrats and run as an 
independent, which he is, at 
heart, anyway.) 

Write it down: Americans Elect. 
What Amazon.com did to 
books, what the blogosphere 
did to newspapers, what the 
iPod did to music, what drug¬ 
store.com did to pharmacies, 
Americans Elect plans to do to 
the two-party duopoly that has 
dominated American political 
life - remove fhe barriers to real 
competition, flatten the incum¬ 
bents and let the people in. 
Watch out.Q 



Much ado about Michele

Michele Bachmann is the gift 
that never stops giving. 

One week she’s confusing the 
Iowa birthplaces of John Wayne 
and John Wayne Gacy, two 
men separated by a bit more 
than two syllables. The next she’s 
signing a conservative pledge 
that contains language extol¬ 
ling the family values of slavery. 
Her library evidently differs from 
most. It stocks “Uncle Tom’s Little 
House on the Prairie.” 

If she’s not confronting accu¬ 
sations that a church she sup¬ 
ported is anti-Catholic, she’s 
navigating charges that her 
husband, a counselor, prac¬ 
tices a brand of homosexual- 
fo-heterosexual fherapy known 
as “pray away fhe gay.” I once 
tried to pray away the gay. But 
sometimes a houseguest just 
won’t leave. The most recent 
go-round with Bachmann con¬ 
cerned migraines, and what a 
go-round it has been. The rev¬ 
elation that she battles them 
led to a second round of stories 
about whether focusing on that 
was sexist and then a third round 
about whether her aides had 
been too rough with a head- 
ache-inquisitive television re¬ 
porter who pursued her through 
a parking lot. In ways she means 
to and ways she doesn’t, Bach¬ 
mann doesn’t merely occupy 
the spotlight. She sets up house 
there, stuffs it with velour sec¬ 
tionals and lays out a lavish buf¬ 
fet, so that legions of comers are 
comfy and well fed. 

And that bounty - of half-baked 
history, hardcore religious con¬ 
servatism, hard-line pledges 
and so much more - has made 
her the star of the 2012 presiden¬ 
tial race so far, a recipient of at 
least twice the coverage that 
any of her rivals for the Republi¬ 
can nomination receives. 


But whipping up attention isn’t 
the same as establishing cred¬ 
ibility. Vividness doesn’t equal 
significance. And Bachmann’s 
profile at this point is wildly out of 
proportion to her probable fate 
in the election and the long-term 
impact on it that she’ll have. The 
smart money remains where it 
has always been: on Romney. 
She still lags leagues behind him 
in fundraising, and she finished 
June with less than a third of the 
cash on hand that he had. Al¬ 
though her collection pace was 
brisk, she’ll be playing catch-up 
for a while and doesn’t have the 
coziness with big donors that he 
and others do. 

Sure, Bachmann is positioned to 
compete strongly in, and very 
possibly win, the Iowa straw poll 
in mid-August and the caucus 
beyond it; South Carolina could 
be fertile ground for her, too. 
Yes, a national poll of Repub¬ 
lican primary voters that was 
released early last week gave 
her a slight edge over Romney. 
And without question, she has 
shown more mettle than Sarah 
Palin, whose breezy ignorance 
and unfathomable syntax she 
doesn’t share. 

But that’s a bar so low the 
world’s reigning limbo champ 
couldn’t shimmy under it, and 
two polls released later in the 
week had Romney on top, with 
Perry in second. 

While Bachmann was third in 
one, she was fifth in the other, 
behind Palin and (he’s back!) 
Rudy Giuliani as well. Like Perry, 
neither of those two has even 
declared a candidacy. 

She’s a bonanza for fhe news 
media, which these days have 
vast acres of not only cable TV 
but also cyberspace to fill. She’s 
manna for pundits, who can talk 
only so archly about the vanilla 
vanguard of Romney, Pawlenty 
and company. When Bach¬ 
mann stormed into view, she 
provided a wanted, needed 
burst of flavor and color. But fla¬ 
vor and color go only so far. A 
Delaware woman named Chris¬ 
tine O’Donnell can fill you in on 
fhat, provided she’s not busy 
with coven duties. 


Bachmann has proven a use¬ 
ful pawn for liberals as well, be¬ 
cause she conforms to their sim¬ 
plistic nightmare vision of what 
Republicans are all about and 
fills them with righteous con¬ 
descension while sullying the 
image of the enemy party. As 
far as fhey’re concerned, the 
more chatter about Bachmann, 
the better, and if she somehow 
manages to beat Romney, well, 
that will be best of all: one of the 
luckiest breaks Obama could 
ever catch. 

Beyond that, her biography and 
ideology accommodate discus¬ 
sions about an especially broad 
range of hot-buffon fopics. 
Gender in politics? There was 
that whole hullabaloo about the 
Pawlenty adviser who referred 
fo her “sex appeal.” 

Gay marriage? She built her po¬ 
litical career on her war against 
it. The no-compromise attitude 
of Tea Parfy purists in the House? 
She has vowed not to vote to in¬ 
crease the debt ceiling, no mat¬ 
ter the circumstances. 

She’s like a coat rack with doz¬ 
ens of hooks. You can hang al¬ 
most anything on her. 

So reporters and commentators 
do, and then they tromp over to 
the nearby pantry to rummage 
around there. Bach-mania has 
become indiscriminate and is 
now out of hand. For example 
fhe gay leaders, television co¬ 
medians, Twitter-ing entertain¬ 
ment icons (yes, Cher, that’s 
you) and other Bachmann op¬ 
ponents who have lately taken 
to sifting her husband’s voice 
and mannerisms for any suppos¬ 
edly telltale effeminacy should 
cut it out. They’re trafficking in 
fhe sorts of superficial stereo¬ 
types they’d excoriate in other 
contexts. 

And the migraine-fixated are 
putting the cart several time 
zones ahead of fhe horse. She’s 
a long way from her Oval Of¬ 
fice physical. Besides, fhe more 
phlegmatic guys in the pack 
aren’t being subjected to such 
examinations. For all we know, 
Jon Huntsman has a plantar 
wart that’s wreaking utter havoc 
with his stride. □
